Stale lloiul between Ligonier and Bedford Springs stopped to call on a friend 
who owned a farm in the mountains of. Somerset county. During the conversation 
the' farmer told him that he Lad just refused an offer from a Pittsbuvg man oi: 
$75.00 au acre for his farm. Knowing that he had only asked $37.50 an acre for 
his place the summer before, the Uniontown man asked him why he didn't sell. 
''Because," said the farmer, " since the State Road has been completed I think J 
will 1)0 able to get $100 for it." 


Good roads bring- country people to town to buy goods, and city people to the 
country to buy farms. 


''But they cost too much when the State builds them" is the excuse the "an-
